SLIDE STAYS RESCUE AS EXPLORER

(•AVE CITY, Ky.. Feb. 4. — Floyd Collins, cave ex­ 
plorer, who has been imprisoned in the entrance of a cave 
since early Friday morning, was freed from the boulder hold­ 
ing his foot this morning, hut a slide in the opening between 
him and the mouth of the cave will stay his complete rescue 
for several hours. 
The slide came while Collins was alone, and none of the 
rescuers was caught behind the rock. 
Rescuers were unable to determine whether Collins’ foot 
was crushed so that amputation would be necessary, but it 
was stated he was in good physical condiiirn and unless com­ 
plications set in he might be able to retain the use of the foot 
held under the rode.

French-American Compromise 
The 
French-American 
dispute 
over 
France’s war debt to this country, unpleas­ 
ant as it is, has had at least, one pond effect. 
It has driven fipm the mind of the French 
government and people any idea of debt repu­ 
diation that might have been harbored there, 
and has impressed France with the desirabil­ 
ity of making some kind of arrangements 
soon for payment. 
This is a good start. To be fully effec­ 
tive, it requires that Americans in turn 
should I egin to see the French viewpoint as 
the French have begun to see the American 
viewpoint. It may be as bad policy for Amer­ 
ica to insist on collecting the last son tech­ 
nically owed by France as for France to in­ 
sist on paying nothing at all. 
There is sound logic and morals in the 
American contention that debts should be 
paid, for the sake of national honor and busi­ 
ness principles, and as a guarantee of inter­ 
national integrity for the future. 
There is 
also logic and morals in some of the conten­ 
tions of French spokesmen, regarding sacri­ 
fices by comrades in a < ommon cause and the 
substitution of French lives for American 
dollars, and the virtual impossibility of 
France paying the entire principal, together 
with full interest from the beginning, m k - 
oned as in ordinary I useless deals. 
Some allowance can be properly made, 
too .on both sides, for sentiment. 
All of which is to say that the French 
debt is a matter for compromise, and the 
main question is how great a compromise 
there should I e. 
There is also the related 
question, whether Great britain, paying us 
while preparing to cancel nearly all her own 
loans to other Allies, should have the benefit 
of any l etter terms made to France than 
America made to her. 


Water for Cities 


East and west alike face water famines, 
as their population grows, and adopt Hercu­ 
lean measures to provide relief. 
The biggest thing along this line is the 
treaty 
just signed by 
the Delaware river 
treaty commissioners, reprinting New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, after 
18 
months’ work, designed to provide ample 
water for New York city, Philadelphia, Jer­ 
sey City and other municipalities of that 
thickly populated region for the next IOO 
years. 
This is reminiscent of the treaty entered 
into a year or two ago by several western 
states for division of the waters of the Colo 
rado river. 
It brings to mind, also, the 
gigantic project by which Los Angeles is go­ 
ing to bring its water supply from the (’do­ 
rado, 800 miles throve,h the desert ami moun­ 
tains, lifting it hundreds of feet on the way. 
International treaties, often “writ in 
water,” are usually looked at through magni* 
Tying glasses, while domestic agreements of 
greater impoitance attract little attention. 
Here are compacts of the first magnitude, 
ai toiling the destinies of hundred of millions 
yet unborn and determining future history. 
They are a reminder that the United 
States itsell is the foremost empire in the 
world, with states greater than most foreign 
countries and cities greater than foreign 
states. 
Let it be observed, too, that such con­ 
structive agreements as these are economic, 
not political. Politicians have had altogether 
too much to do with the destiny of the world. 
IL realtor engineers must have their chance.

over 
France's war debt to thin country, unpleas­ 
ant sib if is. has had at least one good effect. 
It ho1 driven fipm the mind of the French 
government and people any idea of debt repu­ 
diation that miffht have been harbored there, 
anil has impressed France with the desiral il- 
ity of making some kind of arrangement* 
soon for payment. 
This is a good start. To be fully effec­ 
tive, it requires that Americans in turn 
should I eg)ii to see the French viewpoint as 
the French have begun to see the American 
viewpoint. It may be as bail policy for Amer­ 
ica to insist on collecting the last sou tech­ 
nically owed by France as for France to in­ 
sist on paying nothing at all. 
There is sound logic and morals in the 
American contention that debts should be 
pa ii, for the sake of national honor and busi­ 
ness principles, and as a guarantee of inter­ 
national integrity for the future. 
There is 


a l s o logic and morals in some of the conten­ 
tions of French spokesmen, regarding sacri­ 
fices by comrades in a common cause and the 
substitution of French lives for American 
dollars, and the virtual impossibility of 
France raying (he entire principal, together 
with full interest from the beginning, reek- 
oncd as in ordinary I us incus deals. 


S o m e allowance can be properly made, 
too .on both sides, for sentiment. 
All of which is to say that the French 
debt is a matter for compromise, and the 
main quest .on is how great a compromise 
there should I e. 
There is also tho related 
jrestion, whether Great Britain, paying us 
while preparing to cancel nearly all her own 
loans to other A llie s , should have the benefit 
of any I otter term# made to France than 
America made to her. 


W ater for Cities 


East and west alike face water famines, 
as their population grows, and adopt Hercu­ 
lean measures to provide relief. 
The biggest thing along this line is the 
treaty just signed by the Delaware river 
treaty commissioners, repasting New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, after 18 
months* work, designed to provide ample 
water for New York city, Philadelphia, Jer­ 
sey Pity and other municipalities of that 
thickly populated region for the next IOO 
years. 
This is reminiscent of the treaty entered 
into a year or two ago by several w estern 
states for division of the waters of the Colo­ 
rado river. 
It brings to mind, also, the 
gigantic project by which Los Angeles is go­ 
ing to bring its water supply from the Colo­ 
rado, 300 miles through the desert and moun­ 
tains, lifting it hundreds of feet on the way. 
International treaties, often “writ in 
water,” are usually looked at through magni­ 
fying glasses, while domestic agreements of 
greater importance attract little attention. 
Here are compacts of the first magnitude, 
affecting the destinies of hundred of millions 
yet unborn and determining future history. 
They are a reminder that the United 
States itself is the foremost empire in the 
world, with states greater than most foreign 
countries and cities greater than foreign 
states. 
Let it be observed, too, that such con­ 
structive agreements as these are economic, 
not political. Politicians have had altogether 
too much to do with the destiny of the world. 
Hereafter engineers must have their chance. 


G am bling Taxes 


The board of tax appeals at Washington 
has ruled that persons who win in g a m b l i n g 
operations must pay an income tax on their 
W innings. 
Which seems lair enough as ap­ 
pl eel to professional gamblers,*and even lo 
those occasional players who gamble merely 
for social diversion. For gambling winnings 
are income. 
But that is not the worst of it. Los:ngs, 
the board holds, cannot be deducted from 
gross w.linings. 
Poker and I ridge d woteos 
will regard this as an intolerable hardship. 
Still, it is not different in principle from 
the rule that is enforced against legitimate 
business. 
A business man is permitted in 
any given year to deduct losses from profits, 
but he cannot deduct a net loss for one year 
from a net gain the next year.

Tho 
French-Amorican 
dispute

France’s war debt to this country, unpleas­ 
ant as ii is, has had at least, one good effect. 
It has driven fipm the mind of the French 
government and people any idea of debt repu­ 
diation that might have been harbored there, 
and has impressed France with the desirabil­ 
ity of making some kind of arrangements 
soon for payment. 
This is a good start. 
To be fully effec­ 
tive, 
it requires that Americans in turn 
should I cgm to see the French viewpoint as 
the French have begun to see the American 
viewpoint. It may be as bad policy for- Amer­ 
ica to insist on collecting the last son tech­ 
nically owed by France as for France to in­ 
sist on paying nothing at all. 
There is sound logic and morals in the 
American contention that debts should be 
pa d, for the sake of national honor and busi­ 
ness principles, and as a guarantee of inter­ 
national integrity for the future. 
There is 
also logic and morals in some of the coillen 
tions of French spokesmen, regarding sacri­ 
fices by comrades in a common cause and the 
substitution of French lives for American 
dollars, and 
the virtual 
impossibility of 
Fiance laying the entire principal, together 
with lull interest from the beginning, reck­ 
oned as in ordinary I usiness deals. 
Some allowance can be properly made, 
too .on both sides, for- sentiment. 
All of which is to say that the French 
debt is a matter for comproivyse, and the 
main quest.on is how great a compromise 
there should I e. 
There is also the related 
3 rest ion, whether Great F.ritain, paying us 
while preparing to cancel nearly all her own 
loans to other Allies, should have the benefit 
of any letter terms made to France than 
Amer ica made to her.
